30 acres 
in potatoes; 120 in colony site; 1 acre 
in s ug a r beets;

beets; 100 acres in oats; 35 In w heat, 
60 in barley and 1 S3 in rye. 
“T w enty acr» *» of

T he orch ard is to 
bo increased by 200 apple tree« .
